

Avila-Okolona Connection: “Do Unto Others...”

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Okolona, Mississippi - - or 
How I Received the Educa- 
tion of a Lifetime During One 
Short Week in the South

Many people at Resurrection 
knew that I would be spending the 
week of March 18 in Mississippi. 
Five people from Avila College 
took advantage of spring vacation 
to lend assistance to St. Theresa's 
Catholic Church in Okolona. We 
left Kansas City not knowing what 
would be happening during the 
next week. By the time we returned 
to Kansas City late Easter Sunday, 
we were extremely tired ; but we all 
felt we had experienced some- 
thing very special. When asked to 
write about my experience, I felt I 
needed to wait until I had been 
able to assimilate the event of the 
week. However, there has never 
been doubt in my mind that 
Okolona did more for me than I 
could ever have done forOkolona! 

Okolona is a town of 3,800 
people of which 60% are black, 
and is located in Chicasaw 
County, about 30 minutes south of 
Tupelo. We knew that we would be 
working in a minority church of 
about six Catholic families, or 20 
people - they thought they were in 
the minority? There was one Lu- 
theran ! We knew that the town was 
impoverished economically, edu- 
cationally, and socially. Those 
were the facts; the realities 
changed many markers I have 
always used as standards. 

Our experiences were so many 
and so varied. During that week I 
experienced the absolute best of 
life and the absolute worst. I saw 



four Sisters giving their all in an 
effort to lower educational and 
social boundaries. Black and white 
people came together, for the first 
time at St. Theresa's, to hear a 
woman dying of cancer and in a 
wheel chair preach and sing a 
once-in-a-lifetime sermon. The 
Holy Week services were excep- 
tionally fine. The economic and 
social oppression was plainly evi- 
dent, and first-hand stories of 
abuse and neglect were frequent. 
Someone had hung a hangman's 
noose from a tree in the cemetery. 

Two families particularly stand 
out to me. One family is white with 
the husband and father being an 
attorney. A man who was on trial in 
Tupelo, who had stood up to the 
Klan was being defended by 
Kenny. The Burns family was har- 
assed by the Ku Klux Klan. The 
other family is black and told me 
stories of slavery and participation 
in freedom marches in the sixties. 
In spite of the oppression endured 
by them, Mr. and Mrs. Raspberry 
are kind, gracious, lovely people. 

In this small town in the South, 
people put their Christianity on the 
line every day, knowing full-well 
their personal and professional 
lives are at stake. Inthissmalltown 
people who have suffered extreme 
personal hardship and abuse 
remain loving and caring. I hadn't 
really considered how simple it 
has been for me to be a Christian, 
until I spent a week in Okolona. 



Okolona, Mississippi. A thir- 
teen-hour drive to a small (4,700 
inhabitants) economically de- 
pressed town with only seven 
practicing Catholic families, look- 
ed down upon by most of the 
town’s residents, much racial dis- 
cord and a force working to break 
these bonds around Okolona: St. 
Theresa's Catholic Church. 

It was into this atmosphere that 
Fr. Mike Zahorchak, Tom Alexan- 
der (a friend of Avila), and student 
volunteers Mike Joyce, Carol Toft- 
ness and Joe Patrico arrived nerv- 
ous, curious and open to this new 
experience. The group went to 
provide outreach, act as witnesses 
for the Catholic church and to help 
support and take part in the social 
action started by St. Theresa’s. 
They left as five individuals with 
diverse personalities blended, 
once at their destination, into a 
unified purposeful team. In what 
Fr. Zahorchak called "a glorious 
teamwork effort and experience,” 
they worked to help Sr. Liz Brown, 
Pastoral Administrator for St. Th- 
eresa's, with the furtherance of the 
reconciliation of blacks and whites 
in Okolona. This was accom- 
plished by our group doing yard- 
work for white and black elderly 
people and by giving time to work 
on the literacy program run by Sr. 
Nancy Corcoran and Sr. Joan Fila. 
The program, Enrichment and 
Excellence Through Community 
Educational Leadership (EXCEL), 
is the first to bring together “the 
community, blacks and whites, 
working together on something 
positive without it having to be 



An Avila Welcome

Avila’s campus becomes inter- 
nationalized!!! Next fall, Avila Col- 
lege will be hosting between 
twelve and eighteen studentsfrom 
Taiwan. They will be visiting the 
United States under the Tai- 
wanese Undergraduate Studies in 
Kansas (TUSK) program. The 
students will be the first to study in 
Avila’s new student services pro- 
gram called English as a Second 
Language. This is one step that 
Avila is taking to broaden the expe- 
riences of the Avila community. 

Sr. Marie Joan Harris, Vice 
President and Dean of Academic 
Affairs, hopes that the new pro- 
gram will be a success. "Last 
summer, Saint Mary of the Plains 
College in Dodge City, Kansas, 
introduced the TUSK program. 
They hosted twelve Taiwanese 
students for this past year. Be- 
cause of the enormous success 
they experienced, this year they 
have expanded the program to 
include all the Catholic colleges in 
Kansas and Avila College in Mis- 
souri. After our trip to Mexico and 
Russia, we hope this will be one 
more positive step to international- 
ize the campus.” 

Tom Lease, Vice President and 
Dean of Student Affairs, explained 
the Taiwanese students' agenda 
before they arrive on Avila’s cam- 
pus on August 13, 1989. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Lease, some sixty Tai- 
wanese students will arrive in 
Dodge City on July 5 for several 
intense weeks of orientation. The 
student range in age from eight- 
een to twenty-three. Each of them 
has completed what is the equiva- 
lent to an American high school 
education with several years of 
English. Because of the limited 
facilities for the large number of 
students wanting to go to college in 
Taiwan, the opportunity to study 
here is the only way for many Tai- 
wanese students to pursue a 
higher education. 

The students selected to attend 



forced on them,” says Sr. Liz 
Brown. A program of this type was 
desperately needed in Okolona 
since Mississippi is rated 50 out of 
the 50 states for literacy. 

Some of the many highlights of 
the Avila-Okolona Connection in- 
cluded the visit of Sr. Thea Bow- 
man to St. Theresa's. Sr. Bow- 
man, famous for her efforts on 
behalf of reconciliation between 
races, drew much coverage from 
local and national media, and a 
mixture of both blacks and whites 
to the overflowing church the night 
of her visit. 

Another highlight of the con- 
nection was, according to Fr. 
Zahorchak, Avila’s own Mike 
Joyce and Joe Patrico. They were 
a “tremendous presence” in 
Okolona to young and old alike. 
Both chose to stay with an elderly 
black woman, Mrs. Lowery, who 
had been a teacher for 14 years. 
According to Mike things “weren't 
as bad as I thought they would be," 
and that the "people don’t seem so 
poor (since) they're open about 
their poorness as though it's noth- 
ing." He says he feels the most 
important thing he learned was 
from Mrs. Lowery: to love every- 
one no matter their color but for 
whothey are. Mikegrew very close 
to the people in Okolona and plans 
on returning this summer. 

Finally, came a day of excite- 
ment for all: Good Friday. The 
nuns from St. Theresa's and the 
Avila missionaries took the Catho- 
lic children of the town on a picnic 
to Ballard Park in Tupelo and then 
roller-skating at a nearby roller 



rink. This was very special for 
these children since they normally 
do not get to celebrate their reli- 
gion in this fashion. Once the fes- 
tivities were over, our group pre- 
pared to say good-bye to Okolona. 

Nowthatthe Avila missionaries 
are back and their trip complete, 
what does this Avila-Okolona 
Connection really mean? Accord- 
ing to Fr. Zahorchak the trip to 
Okolona will now be an annual 
affair and will hopefully signal the 
development of a strong out-of- 
town ministry for Avila. There is 
also an idea brewing which could 
easily involve everyone on cam- 
pus. The idea is to form a club to 
keep this Avila-Okolona Connec- 
tion on-going throughout the year 
by collecting canned foods for a 
food pantry the nuns wish to start, 
donating clothing for the people in 
Okolona and taking a few minutes 
each day to pray for those who 
provide help and those who need 
and receive help. This would pro- 
vide a way for those on campus to 
experience some of the excite- 
ment, bonding and rejuvenation in 
faith and humanity these five fine 
missionaries experienced daily 
and brought back with them to 
Avila. After all, the work is never 
really "complete”; only tenacious 
bonds are made which must be 
made stronger, such as the Avila- 
Okolona Connection, to really 
achieve the factors which will lead 
to such completion. Isn’t it worth a 
little time to make such a differ- 
ence in so many lives?

The 
residents of Kansas City with Tai- 
wanese heritage in conjunction 
with the Taiwan Trade Center are 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of 
the students. They have planned a 
week long program about the area 
to help the students become com- 
fortable with Kansas City. If all 
goes well, the Taiwanese students 
will be settled into their new homes 
in the residence halls with a new 
perspective on Kansas City when 
we return back for another year of 
school. 

As the 89-90 year begins, the 
Taiwanese students will begin 
their intensive classes in English 
as well as classes in American 
culture and the American educa- 
tional system here on Avila's 
campus. Additionally, if the stu- 
dents are interested they may 
have the opportunity to attend tra- 
ditional Avila courses in such ar- 
eas as Dance and Art. The stu- 
dents will be living on campus and 
eating in our cafeteria in order to 
enrich their experience as well as 
ours. 

As you return to Avila next fall 
be sure to welcome the Taiwanese 
students to Kansas City and to 
Avila. Give them the Avila smile 
and hello that we all know and 
love!

Who’s Who & Why

Each year at commencement 
exercises across the country, a 
select group of students is called 
forward to accept one of the most 
prestigious awards the academic 
community can bestow — that of 
being selected to Who’s Who 
Among Students in American Col- 
leges and Universities. This exclu- 
sive honor is conferred by more 
than 1 ,000 schools in all fifty states 
and the District of Columbia. This 
year, Avila is pleased to add five 
names to the list of those receiving 
this high honor. 

The process of selecting the 
honorees began in November. All 
Seniors, faculty, and staff were 
given the opportunity to nominate 
up to ten graduating Seniors who 
met the criteria for the award. The 
criteria included scholarship, par- 
ticipation and leadership in aca- 
demic and extra-curricular activi- 
ties, citizenship and service to the 
school and community, and poten- 
tial for future achievement. Those 
Seniors who received ten or more 
votes were sent questionnaires to 
be used in continuing the selection 
process. Only eleven of the fifteen 
students who received the ques- 
tionnaires returned them. 

On Friday, December 1 6, 1 989, 
the Who's Who Selection Commit- 
tee met to choose the honorees 
from the eleven finalists. Although 
Avila is allowed to nominated 
thirty-five students, a figure based 
on enrollment, the committee is 
very selective and usually only 
nominates four or five. Considera- 
tions were given to many aspects 
of the students' college careers 
and future plans. After much dis- 
cussion, the final five students 
were selected.

It’s here, incredible and unbe- 
lievable as it may seem. We can't 
yet comprehend its reality be- 
cause it hasn’t hit us. But it’ll hap- 
pen on May 1 2th for most of us. 

What will? The end of the 1988- 
89 Academic Year here at Avila. 

And something that has been 
happening daily since the opening 
of school on August 24 will peak on 
the last day of the year, May 1 2th. 

This ’something’ that has hap- 
pened is so subtle a thing that it’s 
virtually imperceptible. 

In one way it's a ’living thing’. 
It’s also something that so fasci- 
nated the ancient Greeks that it 
became the foundation of western 
philosophy. 

That ‘something’ that took 
place in each of our lives during 
this scholastic year was CHANGE. 
And the living reality, the some- 
thing that should be pondered, is 
that each of us has CHANGED. 

Before we actually begin to 
ponder about the ‘change’ that we 
have become, it might be a good 
thing to consider 2 synonyms for 
’change’. These 2 ’synonyms are 
GROWTH and DIFFERENCE and 
are other perspectives for viewing 
’change’. 

GROWTH 

Here are a few considerations 
about ’growth’. 

First, it is a positive dimension. 
It connotes ’maturity’, a step for- 
ward in our process of ’self-actuali- 
zation or ’self-realization’. 

Second, there is a tragic reality 
that must be considered. That is - 
not all ’change’ necessarily signi- 
fies ’growth’. We’ve heard the ax- 
iom: “There are changes for the 
better; and changes for the worst." 

Third, ‘change’ is like the river 
mentioned in ’Siddhartha’, i.e. no 
one stands in the same river twice. 
So it is with change in our lives. We 
are not the same person NOW, at 
the end of this 1988-89 academic 
year, as we were in the beginning 
of the same, on August 24. 

DIFFERENCE 

Then there’s ’difference’, an- 
other dimension of change. 

In many respects, ’Difference’ 
represents ‘growth’. But it’s easier 
to apply the word ’difference’ to 
change that happen outside our- 
selves and for which we are re- 
sponsible. 



For example, we might (and 
should) ask ourselves, "Have I 
made a difference this year" We 
can continue this meditation on 
‘difference’ by further asking, "If 
so, HOW?”; "WHERE?” 

Than, as with ’growth’, we can 
further ask, "Has this difference 
been for the better or for the 
worse? 

Now here’s something for the 
committed Christian to ponder, in 
addition to the above questions 
about ’making a difference in the 
world. And it’s a statement Jesus 
made. He said" 



So here is the standard by 
which we Christians are to use to 
measure the ’difference’ we are to 
make in our world here at Avila. 

And to the questions: How? 
When? Where? To Whom?, must 
be added another: “If not, why 
not?" 

But no matter from that per- 
spective we view change, the real- 
ity of it all is that we HAVE changed 
this year. This is what we must first 
realize.
